Canada's Future 


In a very fine address by Mr. Graham Spry, secretary of the Associa- 
tion of Canadian Clubs, and printed in "The Canadian Nation,” the subject 
of Canadian unity is dealt with under the title “One Nation, Two Culture 
which was likewise the heading over the article appearing in this column 
last week. In fact, last week's article was inspired by Mr, Spry’s address. 


In his speech, Mr, Spry urged that, above all, the two Canadian races | 


should be frank with each other, speak out their feelings freely and cour- 
teously, and attack that underlying menace, the fear, the suspicion which 
ignorance breeds; and “working for common national ends, working the 
same national institutions, and developing the same national estate, they 
will learn to know each other, to recognize 
sense, not of fear, but of partnership.” Then he said: 

“One nation, two culiures; one nationality, two races; one loyalty, two 
tongues, on this the Dominion of Canada is founded, on this the partnership 
rests by solemn contract, by mutual trust, And thus it must abide or perish. 
Let it abide, and the nation will grow greater, and the world richer that two 
races, full of spirit, rich in the heritage that time endows, a tongue, a cul- 
ture, each their own and shared at times in common, may live in amity as 
one, secure, serene, partners in the development of the noble estate to 
which we ae fortunate successors. Let it fail, let race seek to dominate 
race, let prejudice take its rein and ride rough shod through the fine bonds 
that unite us and Confederation shall perish, and the peoples of Canada be 
thrust towards a future, dark and impenetrable.” 

Looking back over the sixty-odd years of Confederation, can any one 
imagine what the position of the present Dominion of Canada would be haa 
the Canadian people of both races in 1867 not agreed’ to sink their differ- 
ences and agree upon compromise policies and enter into a solemn compact 
with each other, both for the present and the future. Had such agree- 
ment not been reached there would have been no Confederation Had there 
been no Confederation what would in all likelihood be the position 
status of British North America today? 

Would it be British? It is extremely doubtful. Long ere this it 1s 
highly probable that large sections of what is now Canada would have be- 
come merged in the United States, Certain it is that failing Confederation, 
“the isolated Crown colonies would have remained weak, undeveloped. 
Instead, we have a great and prosperous Dominion, rapidly forging to the 
front as one of the great nations of the world, a tower of strength to the 
Empire, and already exerting no mean influence in the councfls of the 
nations, The union effected by the solmen guarantees of the act of Con- 
federation was not alone the creation of the Dominion; it was the salvation 
of the country at large. * 4 

Not only must the letter of that contract be lived up td, but the spiric 
must be observed. Failure on the part of the Canadian people, whether 
of British or French extraction, to recognize both the letter and the spirit 
of the union effected by Confederation will be fatal to its existence. And ir 
Confederaton fails, what are we to put in its place? Confederation is weak- 
ened by sniping tactics on the part of one race against the other, and n 
Confederation is weakened it may perish. On the other hand, cordial 
acceptance of the spirit 6f the Confederation pact, which we all laua 
annually on Dominion Day, will add strength to the structure, and enable 
a united Canadian people to resist all attacks upon their sovereignty ana 
develop in peace their great heritage.

Winnipeg.—Historic in its import- 
ance, Manitoba's seaport, Fort 
Churchill, terminus of the Hudson 
Bay Railway, wab linked by rail to 
the outside March 29, when the 
track-laying crews, which have 
battled against adverse weather 
conditions during the long months of 
winter, reached their objective. 

“Steel reached Churchill today,” 
was the message received here over 
the telegraph line which recently 
opened communication with the far 
northern port, via The Pas to Win- 
nipeg. 

Announcement of completion of 
steel to Churchill was made by II. A. 
Dixon, chief engineer western region 
Canadan National Railways. 

With the end of steel reaching Fort 
Churchill, which is approximately 
1,000 miles from Winnipeg and 510 
miles from The Pas, a vision of a 
seaport for Manitoba and the west- 
ern provinces is nearing completion 
from where can be shipped the pro- 
ducts of the prairies to overseas 
markets, 

Work on the line to connect The 
Pas with Hudson Bay commenced in 
1911, with Churchill as the objective. 
Then a change to Port Nelson was 
announced, Additional work was 
done from 1913 until the war inter- 
vened, Construction was halted un- 
til 1918, when it once again got un- 
der way. In August, 1927, following 
abandonment of the Port Nelson 
route, Churchill was again named as 


the terminus for the railway and 
work was rushed along until tide- 
water was reachd today. 

While the steel has reached the 


| terminus, it will be some months yet 
| before general traffic will be han- 
dled. The track reaching the bay 
| port today is but a skeleton one and 
{only temporary. Much of it is con- 
structed over muskeg in the Barren 
Lands, which will require consider- 
able ballast work. Before the spring 
break-up, however, when the frost 
comes out of the muskegs, there will 
be heavy shipments of material and 
equipment to the port which will aid 
lin expediting the work of harbor 
development.

If the Dominion govenment grants 
the requests of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan that the northern boun- 
daries of these two provinces be ex- 
tended to the Arctic Alberta will add 
approximately seven-tenths to  iits 
area, while Saskatchewan 
will increase its present area by one 
and two-fifths of the existing lerrt- 
tory. 

Alberta covers at present 255,285 
square miles of land and_ water. 
Premier Brownlee’s proposal to ex- 
tend Alberta's boundaries clear 
through to’ the Arctic, would add 
some 175,000 square miles of new 
territory to the province. 

Saskatchewan's present acreage 
land and water—is 251,700 square 
miles, The northern territory which 
Premier Gardiner would add to that 
approximately 360,600 
square miles in extent. 

The requests, if acceded to, would 
make Saskatchewan's area in squara 
miles, 611,700, and Alberta's, 430,283 
square miles.

Extension of the boundaries of 
Saskatchewan to include the vast 
sub-Arctic region lying west of the 
Hudson Bay and south of the Arctic 
Ocean would add to the province 
a territory covering between 350,000 
and 400,000 square miles, populated 
by a few hundred Eskimo, Indians, 
and half-breeds, and a handful of 
R.C.M.P. officers. 

With the extension of boundaries 
as indicated by Premier Gardiner's 
request on behalf of the Saskatch- 
ewan government, the province would 
have an area of about 650,000 square 
miles, or about 53,000 square miles 
less than the area of Quebec. 

Saskatchewan's bid for an outlet 
to the sea and extended territory in 
the north has drawn a counter de- 
mand from Hon. John Bracken, pre- 
mier of Manitoba, for more land for 
Manitoba. 

Manitoba has had its boundaries 
extended three times since the prov- 
ince* was formed in 1870 when Man- 
itoba was known as ‘the postage 
stamp province,” bounded by a line 
running north and south east of the 
site of Brandon, and east and west 
on a@ line running a little north of 
Winnipeg. 

In 1898 a bill was introduced into 
the Dominion parliament, and pasa- 
ed without debate, adding 100,000 
square miles to the Province of Que- 
bec. In 1912, Acts were passed add- 
ing 351,780 square miles to Quebec, 
146,000 square miles to Ontario, and 
180,000 square miles to Manitoba, A 
short time before this an Order-in- 
Council was passed by the Borden 
government granting Ontario a strip 
of land 250 miles long and five miles 
wide through the Province of Mani- 
toba to the Nelson River to gtve 
Ontario access to Port Nelson.
